OLDFIELDS, Sask., Merch 29 | 
~Soft weather down north 
has started the caribou back to- 
ward the barrens. Large herds of 
fat, sheggy animals sprouting vel- 
vet covered knobbins for antlers 
are crossing lake Athabaska 
bound for summer pastures and 
their calving grounds in the Du- 
bawnt area 300 miles north east 
of lake Athabaska. 

Indifferent to thudding diesels 
herds have been passing Athona 
mines within 200 yards of the | 
camp. The caribou have several 
well defined poutes across the big | 
lake. \ 


The most westerly route is up 
through the Caribou islands to a 
point near the Crackingstone fish | 
camp from here some move north 
through Black bay and up the 
Crackingstone river other herds | 
swing north east and pass in close 
proximity of Goldfields 

A second crossing occurs 30 
miles east, the animals also fol- 
lowing a series of islands | 


A prominent crossing is Fond 
du Lac narrows at Fond du Lae, 
also Pine channel 25 miles farther 
east and Stony rapids at the ex- 
treme east end of the lake 

Native hunters report the ani- 
mals in good condition 

The recent winter's pastures 


have extended at least 200 miles 
south of Athabasca. Regardless 
to what may be claimed to the 
contrary it is common knowledge 
down north that the majority of 
trappers, native and white, shoot 
caribou, when available, for dog- 
feed 

Many trappers seem tv be of the 
opinion that their trapping 
license entitles them to take big 
game without the purchase of a 
separate license

Franco's first effort will be to 
put agriculture and industry back 
on their feet. Credits will be ne- 
cessary and it is likely that Franco 
will turn to Paris, London, Zurich, 
Amsterdam and perhaps America 
for financia] aid.

Seed Advances, 
Taxes Must Be 
Paid Off First 


REGINA, March 290—Calculated 
to prevent the Saskatchewan farmer 
from. selling any grain until his 
taxes and seed advances have been 
paid in full, three amending bills 
were introduced Monday in the Sas- 
katchewan legislature. 

The bills amend the Rural Muni- 
cipalities Act, the Local Improve- 
ment Districts Act and the Schoo] 
Assessments Act. 

The legislation prevents a farmer 
from selling a single bushel of grain 
until he shows proof those accounts 
have been paid or obtains a certifi- 
cate from his municipal council per- 
mitting the sale. 

Penalties are provided for the 
farmer selling without proof of such 
indebtedness or a certificate; and 
for the elevator agent and the ele- 
vator company which permit him to 
make a sale before the tax and seed 
grain claims have been satisfied.

— Alfred 
Duff Cooper, who resigned as 
first lord of the Admiralty fol- 
lowing the Munich agreement, 
favors a small cabinet represent- 
ing all parties which would be 
able to make quick decisions.

A farmer in western Canada could not 
make a living growing wheat to sell at 
42 cents a bushel for No. 1 Northern and 
corresponding prices for lower grades. 
This will be the average price to the farm- 
er for top grade wheat if the pegged price 
for the coming crop is set at 60 cents at 
Fort William, as proposed in a bill brought 
down at Ottawa. Whether he sowed a 
large acreage or small, the farmer could 
not make wages at that price, On a crop 
of average yield he would lose money. 

The bill, however, is the first.of four 
which are to embody the Government's 
policy for helping the western farmer to 
adjust his business to the new situation 
that has come about through exclusion of 
his wheat from former great importing 
markets, The adequacy of the policy will 
only be calculable when the other bills are 
published and the whole scheme can be 
seen in its entirety. There may be supple- 
mentary guarantees or aids, and encour- 
agement to other branches of farming, 
which would make up to the farmer the 
reduced guarantee on wheat. 

That was quite plainly suggested by 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner a) few weeks ago, 
when he pointed out that the objective in 
future must be to enable a maximum 
number of families to support themselves 
on western farms, rather than to induce 
the production of the greatest possible 
amount of unsaleable wheat. It will be 
well to not get too excited about the low 
guaranteed price for wheat until it is seen 
what are the other items in the farm re- 
construction pregram. 


The wheat barons are furious, of 
course, at the suggestion that the Dom- 
inion will not go on paying them 80 cents 
a bushel for all the wheat they can mine 
out of their vast holdings by power 
machinery. Their protests are natural, 
but there is no way of accommodating 
them. 

The day of the many-section wheat 
ranch has gone. That may be regrettable, 
but it is a fact. “Tickling the soil” and 
reaping a crop of high priced wheat was 
good business while it lasted. But the 
world won't support that type of produc- 
tion any longer. The buying countries are 
now “growing their own”; at a frightful 
cost and in defiance of common sense, but 
under pressure of conditions which will 
compel them to keep on doing it. 

Farming in western Canada will have 
to be adjusted to the new conditions. 
The ranches will have to be cut up into 
smaller holdings. To support a family, 
rather than to produce a huge cash crop, 
will have to be the function of each sec- 
tion of land, perhaps of each half sec- 
tion. 

Government policy should aim to ease 
the strains and stresses of this inevitable 
transition, but not to prevent it. A 60 
cent pegged price for wheat is too low, 
standing by itself. Far better a pegged 
price of one dollar a bushel, with a limit 
to the number of bushels on which the 
price would be paid to any farmer. That 
would ensure the real farmer a living; 
while leaving the wheat rancher to make 
the readjustment that has to come. 


Trading With Germany 


Great Britain will not follow the lead 
of the United States and impose super- 
taxes on German goods entering that 


country, The announcement dims any 
prospect there was that parliament would 
clap a super-tariff of 25 per cent on im- 
ports from Germany into Canada, which 
it has been urged to do; though Ger- 
many’s rulers deserve the treatment. 
Britain is; closer to Germany than 


Canada, does more trade with Germany, 


and is better situated to judge what are 
the relative merits of a trading policy and 
a trade-killing policy in influencing the 
Nazis to keep the peace. And it has more 
at stake should war come. If Britain 


considers it better to keep on trading 
with Germany, Canada could accomp\ish 
little or nothing by taking the contrary 
course. 

Last year Canada bought less! than 
$10,000,000 worth of goods from Ger- 
many and sold about twice the quantity 
to that country. If a super-tariff cut our 
imports from Germany it would cut our 
exports to Germany still more, for re- 
sentment would be added to the other in- 
ducements of the Germai Government to 
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to correst this adverse balance of trade 
with the Dominion. 

It is not with Germany's Nazi rulers, 
but with people living in Germany that 
Canadians do business. They, not their 
rulers, would be the parties directly af- 
fected if we stopped buying their goods 
and selling Canadian products to! them. 
Since Britain does not think it wise or 
necessary to punish them, Canadians need 
have no misgivings in continuing to have 
commerce with them. 


The Fact Remains 


Of five Alberta acts against which 
petitions were filed, the Minister of Jus- 
tice has disallowed one. This is the act 
which declares mortgage debts will be 
outlawed on July ist, 1940, unless a basis 
of settlement is in the meantime reached 
by creditors and debtors. 

The other four will continue to be law 
unless the courts decide otherwise. These 
include the debt adjustment act as amend- 
ed last year, and the act relating to pro- 
cedure regarding certain classes of debts. 
The protection thus afforded to debtors 
is continued; though the deadline for col- 
lection is cancelled. 

The disallowance does not alter the 
hard fact that most mortgage debts will 
have to be rewritten or they can never 
be paid. The importance of the cancel- 
lation of the outlawing statute may 
therefore be apparent rather than real. 
While conditions remain as they are, 
creditors are faced with the choice 
of adjusting their claims or doing with- 
out their money.

We Must Be Ready 


Colonel Harry Letson does no more than his 
duty as a sénior militia officer, but he does it 
faithfully and well in reminding us as his fellow 
citizens of the needs of Canadian defense. He 
has just been telling us that all the present avail- 
able military forces of British Columbia are only 
a third of the minimum necessary to man the 
coast defenses of this province in case of war. 

No doubt we are most of us loth to réalize the 
plain truths with which Col. Letson emphasizes 
his exhortation, It is very soberly true, as he 
says, that the time is gone when a citizen could 
effectually pick up a rifle and march to war. 

That was the way of it, as Col. Letson and 
many a Great War comrade of his can testify, on 
the last oceasion. As he says, it would be crim- 
inal to let it come to that again, to send un- 
trained Canadians into battle. 

Because the enemy may not wait, is not likely 
to wait, next time, to give us time. The time to 
train Canadians in the defense of Canada, wher- 
ever that defense may fall to be made, is now, 
while there is still time. 

It is hard to get this simple and incontrovert- 
ible truth home to the people of Canada. We 
hate war and the thought of war with an in- 
vinecible conviction. It is hard to persuade us 
that preparation for a war that may come is not 
a giving-in of our minds to the dread anticipation 
that war will come. But we have got to be pre- 
pared, and it is folly and weakness not to be. 
—Vancouver Province. 


Wrong by Only $30,000,000 


We have been invited by the “Citizens’ Group 
for Railway Action” (‘tis a great time for 
“Leagues” and “Groups”) to send them (or it) 
some money. The invitation, on a little slip of 
green paper, says we can become an active mem- 
ber of this railway action group for five dollars, 
an associate member for one dollar. 

Well, not feeling especially energetic around 
this time of the year, we don’t think we'll become 
an active member of this group or of any other. 
In fact, we think we'll hold on to our dollar and 
not become an associate member, one of our 
reasons being that we don’t know who or what 
the Citizens’ Group for Railway Action is, and 
another being that we don’t like the tone of a 
circular which these people send us with their 
invitation for membership. This circular says: 

“Dear Sir:—Before many weeks have passed, 
you will be confronted with the task of filing a 
report On your 1938 income for tax purposes— 
and signing a cheque payable to the Receiver 
General of Canada. 

“For how long will your contribution ‘carry’ 
the cost of the Canadian National Railways? 
Each $150 paid as income tax meets the cost to 
the Federal Government of the C.N.R. for just 
one minute.” 

Now at $150 a minute, the Canadian National 
Railways would cost the treasury $78,840,000 a 
year. Actually, the cash deficit of the Canadian 


National Railways last year—the total which the; 


Government had to take out of taxes and pay out 
—was about $45,000,000. That makes our friends 
who want us to join up with them something 
like $30,000,000 wrong—hardly a good showing 
for people setting out to settle the railway 
problem.—Ottawa Journal. 


Britain’s Defence Bill 


In the White Paper issued in February, 1937, 
it was stated that, taking the program as it then 
Stood, it would be imprudent to contemplate a 
total expenditure on Defence during the five- 
year period of much less than £1,500,000,000. 
Large as this sum was, however, it became evi- 
dent during the succeeding twelve months that a 
further amount would be required. In 1937-8, 
expenditure on the three defence departments 
was approximately £262,000,000, in 1938-9 the 
corresponding total is expected to be £388,000,000 
and in the next financial year, 1939-40, the esti- 
mates will amount to as much as £523,000,000, 
making a total spent and estimated to be spent of 
£1,173,000,000 for these departments in a period 
of only three years. Even this large total does 
not afford a true indication of the cost of defence, 
as it relates only to the spending of the three de- 
fence departments, including Royal Ordnance 
Factories Vote, and takes no account of the 
vitaly important defence expenditure which is 
borne on the votes of the Civil Departments, for 
such services as Air Raid Precautions. In 1937-8, 
the cost of Air Raid Precautions amounted to 
£3,500,000, in 1938-9, it is estimated to reach 
£9,250,000, while for the ensuing year, 1939-40, 
the estimate is £42,000,000, exclusive of assist- 
ance to vital public utility services and water 
for emergency fire-fighting purposes which are 
placed at £9,000,000. In addition, expenditure on 
storage of food, fertilisers and petroleum, 
amounting to £8,500,000 was incurred in 1938-9 
and the estimates for 1939-40 will make provi- 
sion for £5,000,000. Consequently, the total de- 
fence expenditure in the coming year, including 
sums for civil defence, is expected to be in the 
neighborhood of £580,000,000, a figure which ex- 
ceeds the current year’s estimated expenditure 
by some £175,000,000, and is greater than the 
portion of the current year’s defence expendi- 
ture to be met from revenue by about £307,- 
000,000.—Barclay’s Bank, 


No Longer Any Delusion 


Prime Minister Chamberlain made a speech 
Friday that many people have been hoping for 
a long while he would make. He said, in effect, 
that Britain is finally going to “stand up” to the 
dictators. Chamberlain's exposition of the strug- 
gle for peace throygh his appeasement policies, 
his hopes that Hitler meant to honor his word 
when he pledged himself to no more aggression 
in Europe, and his final complete disillusionment 
and realization that the Nazi leader cannot be 
depended upon to keep his promises, as well as 
his forthright declaration that despite his hatred 
of war and his sincere efforts to avert it, that 
Britain could never sacrifice her so dearly-won 
freedom, was a masterly one. It is apparent that 
Hitler has convincingly proved to Chamberlain 
that the Nazi leader is not a man of his word, 
that he cannot be trusted. Those who heard 
Chamberlain's speech seemed to sense that he 
has been stirred to a cold, slow anger over 
Hitler's faithlessness. To a man of Chamber- 
lain’s rectitude, there is probably no more con- 
temptible thing than that a man should break 
hig word.

The day the Jew-hating Hitler stood in a 
public square in Prague to receive the plaudits 
of his fellow-gangsters on the successful plunder 
of Czecho-Slovakia, and the opportunity to whet 
their sadistic desires with further persecutions 
of Jews, their most distinguished exile, Dr. 

Albert Einstein, celebrated 
TWO GERMANS his sixtieth birthday. He too 
A CONTRAST received myriad congratula- 

tions, but of a different kind, 
for on that day he announced the near conclusion 
of his twenty-year quest for the master key to 
the riddle of creation. 

It'll take two more generations before the 
general mind will be able to grasp Einstein's 
theory of relativity which Bertrand Russell, 
himself a capable mathematician and philoso- 
pher, calls “the greatest synthetic achievement of 
the human intellect” to the present time. 

The concept of a closed universe in which 
matter wraps space around itself and the in- 
separability of time and space—even the very 
phrase “space-time continuum”—is beyond the 
grasp of the ordinary mind. But in his synthesis 
of geometry, dynamics, astronomy and electro- 
magnetics, Einstein has shown that the universe 
is not a mere machine obedient to Newton's laws 
of gravitation. He has swept away the idea of 
ether as a matter filling space, and of space as 
mere emptiness. 

His quantum tneory accounts for a large 
number of atomic phenomena, supplying laws 
governing the interactions and energy-states of 
the atom’s constituent parts. 

His next announcement will be of a law or 
concept underlying the entire universe, Linking 
the relativity theory with its survey of the 
heavens, and the quantuum theory with its 
light upon the character of the atom, the next 
pronouncement of this most distinguished of liv- 
ing mathematical physicists, is expected to give 
the first scientific explanation of the universe and 
its ultimate fate. 

If it were not for the fifteen hundred other 
university professors and the countless thousands 
of other victims who are enduring persecution, 
torture or exile under the master-gangster of the 
age, one might feel like thanking Hitler for driv- 
ing this dazzling genius from his home land and 
making him a gift to the New World.

The Czechs have reason to feel bitter at the 
way they were let down by France and Britain 
last September, when the testing time came to 
defend the solid bastion they had erected in cen- 
tral Europe, against Nazi aggression. But with 
their defences handed over to the enemy by the 
Munich Pact, and a threat 
to bomb their city to bits 
unless they accepted the 
ultimatum of the master- 
gangster of the age, they still realized that their 
hopes lie with the democracies. 

The great Skoda munition works had fallen 
to the Nazi armies ere ever the threat reached 
Prague, but plans and secrets connected with the 
Skoda works eluded the captor. A wireless cable 
to the New York Times brought word of the 
arrival at Croydon of a mystery plane. The mys- 
tery is out now. The plane brought the engineers 
and directors of the special laboratory of the 
Skoda Works. With them were cases of secret 
plans and records of experiments with munitions 
and explosives. The men and their records were 
placed at the disposal of the British war ministry 
—an effective commentary on the audacious 
fiction of the Nazi-controlled press that the Reich 
armies were invited by the Czech authorities to 
come and establish order. 

The German soldiery, it is said, expressed 
surprise at their cold reception. They too were 
victims of their war-lord’s mendacity,

The movement, started in Saskatoon, to in- 
vestigate the status of Canadians of German 
birth, is finding support across Canada. This is a 
measure of public safety, and will be welcomed 
by German-Canadians who are loyal to their 
Canadian foster-land. Those who recognize 
loyalty to Hitler, should be 
sent to aid him—a much kind- 
lier treatment than he would 
accord his enemies. They are 
a menace to public safety and a nuisance to those 
peaceable German-Canadians who have sought 
Canadian nationality in good faith, and wish to 
be left alone in peace.

Thirty years ago today (March 
29, 1909) the House of Commons 
pledged itself to naval defence of 
Canada by Canada. The question 
wes brought forward by Hon, 
George E. Foster, in one of the 
most eloquent and non-partisan 
speches of his career. He asked the 
House to assert that the time had 
come when Canada should assume 
the responsibility of defending her 
exposed coast lines. Sir Wilfrid 
congratulated Mr. Foster upon his 
speech and accepted the sentiment 
of the resolution, but declared that 
it lacked definite policy, and asked 
the House to approve an amend- 
ment which asserted that the 
House would approve of any nec- 
essary expenditure for “the organi- 
zation of a Canadian naval service 
in co-operation with and in close 
relation to the Imperial navy.” Mr. 
Borden, the Conservative leader, 
took much the same view as had 
Sir Wilfrid: “Our best course was 
to establish a Canadian naval 
force.” 

Sir Wilfrid's amendment was ad- 
opted unanimously and the faith of 
Canada was pledged to the creation 
of a Canadian Navy. The next ses- 
ion Sir Wilfrid introduced his 
Naval Service bill to create a Can- 
adian navy and a naval militia (as 
had been proposed by Sir George 
Cartier in his first militia bill in 
1868), to consist of two units, small 
to begin with, one on the Atlantic, 
the other on the Pacific. The Con- 
servatives had meantime changed 
their mind and denounced the 
“tin-pot Laurier navy,” demanding 
instead contribution to the British 
navy. The Laurier bill was passed; 
a start was made on the navy; ten- 
ders were called for ships, but be-

had been set deliberately. 

The Chinese news agency Kinhua 
correspondent reported that Chinese 
artillery had blown up a bridge 
across the Chientang river near 
Hangchow after 1,000 Japanese 
troops had crossed and that Chinese 
then had fallen upon the 1,000 and 
exterminated them after a 48-hour 
battle. 

The news agency also reported 
from Ningpo that three Chinese air- 
planes in a surprise raid recently 
On the Chientang river had sunk 
two Japanese warships, and dam- 
aged several others. 

At Hankow, the United States 
consulate protested to the Japanese 
consulate against the bombing by 
Japanese planes of the Lutheran 
United Mission at Fangcheng, 
Hupeh province, on March 20. The 
mission was seriously damaged, al- 
though mays of the property nad 
been given Japanese authorities 
six months ago. j 

It was the eighth foreign mis- 
sion bombed within two weeks. 
More than 150 American properties 
have been bombed since the un- 
declared war started.

Painful menstruation is a fairly

One factor which has yet to be 
xplained in this type of pain is 
hy this discomfort may be present 
t one period and absent in the one 
ollowing.

Maturally more interested in the 
eure of the symptom than in any- 
thing else. When the cause can be 
found and corrected a cure may re- 
sult, but finding the cause may be 
difficult as there are several pos- 
sible causes, 

Painful menstruation or dys- 
menorrhea is generally divided into 
two classifications: The functional 
@nd the organic. In the functional 
type there is no evidence of disease 
or any other abnormal condition; 
while in the organic type, there js 
some definite disease, congestion, or 
abnormal state which is responsible. 

The functional type is most apt 
to occur in young unmarried wo- 
men in whom there is no pelvic dis- 
order, and in those having a scanty 
or irregular flow.

Patients of 
this type are those most often help- 
ed by marriage, as the latter de- 
fiects their attention away from 
their pains and gives them a chance 
to invest their emotions in a more 
constructive way. 

Pain during the periods may also 
be due to such states as anemia, 
constipation, and prolapsus, If the 
patient is anemic, measures which 
will build up both the blood and | 
general health will be beneficial in 
providing relief. Constipation is! 
best corrected through adopting 
better habits of eating, exercising, 
and so on, which help the colon to 
eliminate in a normal manner. 
However, temporary relief may be 
Obtained by using the enema the 
last day or two before menstruation 
is expected and each night during 
the period itself. Digestive difficul- 
ties may cause pain at the time of 
menstruation because of the pres-

menorrhea; in these cases, selected 
exercises taken on the slanting 
board which will strengthen the 
abdominal muscles and raise the 
fallen organs, may produce the de-| 
sired cure, | 

During the time of actual pain,| 


rest in bed and the use of the hot} 
water bottle, frequently bring re- 
lief, however in these cases of pain- 
ful menstruation, lasting relief is 
best secured by locating the cause 
and taking the necessary steps to 
remove it.

47 Acts Are Advanced Dur. 
ing Busy Sitting Of 
Legislature 


Pressing forward in an effort to 
clear the order paper, the legis- 
lature on Tuesday gave third 
reading to 47 bills and thus took 
@ long step toward Prorogation. 
Included in the bills read a third 
time were the amending acts to 
the Edmonton and Calgary city 
charters. 


Five bills were given second read- 
ing and three new bills were in- 
troduced. 


Bills to establish a teachers pen- 
sion fund and to set up a cancer 
commission also were read a third 
time. 


Included among the bills receiv- 
Ing second reading were those 
amending the legislative assembly 
act reducing house membership 
from 63 to £7 and to establish a 
central purchasing agency for gov- 
ernment areas. 

The bill authorizing the govern- 
ment to establish public livestock 
markets and another establishing a 
permanent board to administer 
drought areas and amendments to 
the lands act providing for a new 
leasehold system, also received sec- 
ond reading. 

Premier Aberhart introduced 
amendments to the Children of Un- 
married Parents Act; H. E. Ansley, 
S.C., Leduc, sponsored amendments 
to the Garagemen's Lien Act and 
H, O. Haslam, S.C., Nanton-Clares- 
holm, introduced an act for ac- 
knowledgement of certain guar- 
antees. 

An effort by S. A. G. Barnes, In- 
dependent S. C., Edmonton, failed 
to have the bill amending and con- 
solidating the Relief and Public 
Welfare Act committed to commit- 
tee of the whole again. Mr. Barnes 
disclosed he had several amend- 
ments he would like to propose. The 
house, however, defeated the move 
and the bill received third reading. 

The teachers pension fund bill 
provides. for a retirement fund 
on a contributory basis and the 
cancer commission is given auth- 
ority to investigate and _ report 
upon cancer cures and co-operate 
with the national health commis- 
sion. 

Amendements to the Alberta 
Hail Insurance act and measures 
continuing agriculture and unem- 
ployment relief were given third 
reading also. Extension of the 
Corporations Temporary Addition- 
al Taxation act and the Banking 
Corporations Temporary Addition- 
al taxation act also received third 
reading. 

Amendment to the male mini- 
mum wage act, hours of work act, 
school grants act and licensing of 
trades and business act also re- 
ceived third reading as well as 
amendments to the dairymen’s act 
and bull exchange act.

tures, 

The departmental estimates re- 
viewed were $8,254 higher than the 
actual expenditures of the same de- 
partments in 1939, which were 
$187,345, 

Amounts given passage were re- | 
commendations of commissioners 
which had been reduced $12,900 
from the estimates submitted by | 
departmental superintendents, to- 
talling $208,499. 


DEPARTMENT ITEMS 


Estimates approved and corres- 
ponding expenditures for last year, | 
respectively, were as follows: City} 
assessor, $27,390, $27,446; building 
inspector, $13,736, $12,356; children’s | 


shelter, $27,306, $26,662; city clerk, | 
$6,041, $6,000; civic block mainten- | 
ance, $17,548, $16,879; civic relief 
for indigents, $103,678, $98,002. 

Estimated revenue for the build- 
ing inspector's department was set | 
at $7,000, being $8,843 last year. 

Referring to an item for the 
annual city census, made for com- 
pilation of the city voters’ list, 
City Assessor Thomas Walker ac- 
ceded to a request by Ald. Blair 
Paterson that the work be given, 
as far as possible, te taxpayers in 
arrears, 

Ald. Sidney Parsons asked that 
information be obtained from the 
census as to the number of per- | 
sons over 18 years of age who are 
unemployed. 


ASKS ASSISTANCE 


John Martland, city architect and 
building inspector, stated that he 
had requested the appointment of 
Max Dewar, an assistant architect 
and building inspector, due to the 


heavy load of work in his depart- 
ment, 


To a suggestion by Ald. Pater- 
son, he said he would be “only 
teo glad” to prepare a report on 
changes he considered necessary 
to increase the efficiency of his 
department. . 
It was noted by council that at 
present the province, aided by the 
Dominion, bears half the material 
aid costs of the civic relief depart- 
ment, a branch entirely separate 
from unemployment or direct relief.

“As many as two or three a week 
are becoming old and moved to the 
care of my department,” he said. 
The recently inaugurated War Vet- 
erans’ allowance aided his depart- 
ment by some 20 per cent., he said.

City M.H.O., Tells Of 
Rodent Survey 
Survey crews of the federal 
government, working under spon- 
sorship of the two western pro- 
vinees and the Rockefeller found- 
ation, are working in Alberta and 
British Columbia to prevent a 
possible outbreak of bubonic 
plague, carried by rodent fleas, it 
was stated Wednesday by Dr. R. 
B. Jenkins, Ottawa, head of the 
division ef epidemiology or com- 


municatle diseases, department of 
pensions and national health. 


Dr. Jenkins, who was medical 
health officer for the City of Ed- 
monton from 1929 to 1937, is visiting 
the city, conferring with Dr. M. R 
Bow, deputy minister of health for 
Alberta; Dr, Alan Rankin, head of 
the department of medicine at the 
University of Alberta; Dr. R. M. 
Shaw, bacteriologist at the univer- 
sity and Dr. G. M. Little, city medi- 
cal health officer. 


IN 10 STATES 


Rodent plague, known as bubonic 
plague when it affects humans, is 
now known to exist in 10 of the 
western United States, Dr. Jenkins 
said, but so far has not been detect- 
ed within 100 miles of the Canadian 
border. 

Remembered in history as the 
“black death” scourge that killed a 
quarter of the population of England 
in the 13th century, bubonic plague 
was first discovered in America 
when an outbreak occurred in Cali- 
fornia in 1894. The germ has been 
discovered on rodents in nine other 
states in the last five years. 


SPOTTED FEVER + 


Medical surveys in Alberta are 
largely working on detection of 


Rocky Mountain spotted fever, car-| 


ried by wood ticks; tularemia, car- 
ried by the deer fly and tick paral- 
ysis, all common to the southern 
part of the province.

There have been 18 known cases 
of spotted fever in Alberta, Dr. 
Jenkins said, but there is an effec- 
tive inoculation for this disease.

| came into power in 1935 one of the 


first actions taken by them was to 
increase the grants in aid, which 
prevailed under the lete adminis- 
tration, by seventy-five per cent in 
order to relieve the burden upon | 
the municipalities.

PATENT RIGHT 
CANCELLATION 
IS ADVOCATED 


Unanimously 
Approves Request To 
Dominion 
Unanimous approval was given 
in the legislature on Tuesday to a 
resolution, moved by Hon, Ernest 
C. Manning, minister of trade and 
industry, requesting the Dominion 


government to cancel patents and 
patent rights held by Thermionics 
Ltd., of Toronto and amendment 
to the Patent Act by the Dominion 
government to forestall establish- 
ment of monopolies, 


The resolution was seconded by 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
municipal affairs 

It was pointed out by Mr. Man- 
ning, that Thermionics, Ltd, was 
formed in 1986 as a holding company 
for the five manufacturers of radio 
tubes. He contended that its opera- 
tion cost Alberta people $68,000 and 
ill Canadian people a total of 
$480,000 a year more than they 
should have to pay for radio tubes, 
DIRECTS ATTENTION 

In his resolution, Mr. Manning 
pointed out that amendments to the 
Patent Act should provide that 
‘patent rights respecting radio tubes 
held pursuant to the patent act 
shall expire in the event that the 
article, the subject of the patent, 
is sold in Canada at a price greater 
than the lowest price, plus all fed- 
eral import duties, sales and excise 
| taxes and transportation costs, at 


which articles of the same quality 
are sold to wholesalers or retailers 
or consumers, as the case may be 
in any other country.”

ONLY KAYOE SATISFIES 

There is only one satisfactory 
ending to a prizefight: that when 
one of the fighters is unconscious 
on the deck, unable to rise, and is 
counted out, or is in such a help- 
less state that the referee intervenes 
mercifully and rules that a technical 
knockout has been scored. 

As I look back over more than 
a decade of fighters I knew and 
saw in action, the perfect fighter, 
to me, next to Dempsey, in type 
the pure, unspoiled standard- 
bearer of the prize-ring, was a 
middleweight from Nebraska by 
the name of Ace Hudkins, He 
wasn't the best fighter in the 
world; indeed, he was never a 
world's champion; but he was 
tough, hard, mean, cantankerous, 
combative, foul, nasty, courageous, 
acrimonious, and filled at all 
times with bitter and flaming lust 
for battle, 


If there was a kindly trait in Hud- 
kins, I never knew it. He was as 
bad outside the ring as he was in, 
Too, he was completely careless of 
his own person in a fight. He never 
bothered to box, or jab, or duck, or 
go through the orthodox picture- 
book maneuvers, When the signal 
was given, he did an about-face in 
his corner, came forth, and im- 
mediately began to batter and claw 
at his opponent as though he want- 
ed to kill him. He very probably 
did

hundred and fifty pounds and had

He 
would heel, rip, thumb, and butt 
with his head. He was meant to be 
strictly a rough-and-tumble bar- 
room fighter. 

He was a bad, bad boy in the 
ring, and outside it, too, where | 
his fondness for packing a cannon 
got him into several entangle- 
ments with the law. Had he lived 
some eighty years earlier in 
Nebraska, he would have become 
a killer pure and simple, another 
Billy the Kid perhaps, and would 
have died with his beots on, his 
skin full of lead. He was sc tough 
and brutal in the ring that the 
late Commissioner Muldoon, who 
in the later years of his life de- 
veloped an astonishing set of 
inhibitions, barred him from New 
York rings simply because he was 
everything and all that a prize- 
fighter should be. 

I remember the first time that 
Hudkins came east to fight, He was 
then no more than a lightweight 
with a fair western reputation, We 
had a little East Side ghetto fighter 
by the name of Ruby Goldstein in 
New York City, one of those fast, 
smart little Jewish boys with a 
straight left followed by an even 
straighter right that could knock 
your brains out, Ruby's ego had 
been nicely inflated by a series of 
set-up fights in which he slaught- 
ered an astounding list of pugilistic 
sacrifices. He thought that he was 
unbeatable and that he could stiffen 
anyone he could hit. He was pretty 
good, too. 

It was thought that he was ready 
to step out a little, so this unknown 
from the west by the name of Ace 
Hudkins was brought on, and they 
fought one night back in 1926 at 
the Coney Island Stadium with the 
rumble, roar and crash of the roller 
coasters and the ceaseless din of 
the Surf Avenue barkers in their 
ears. 


DOWN THE GROOVE 

It was a pleasantly entertaining 
little match for three rounds be- 
tween a mauler and a deft boxer

out his belly. 

He laughed when he was stung, 
a nasty, sneering laugh, and he was 
stung often because he couldn't box 
very well and never cared to try. 
All he wanted to do was fight, fight, 
fight. Never mind the pitty- pat 
you~ jab- me-and-I'll-jab-you stuff, 
the shaking hands, the stepping 
back and giving an opponent a 
chance to recover his balance after 
a slip, the apologizing for fouls, in- 
tentional or otherwise, Civilization 
and the niceties had just ckipped 
him. Well and good. This is what 
a fighter should be like to deserve 
the name. The important thing in 
his business and his life was to win, 
not how he won.
